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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . The Examiner lias carefully considered Applicant's thorough response 
dated 06/25/09. Applicant's amendments to the claims have been entered and 
overcome the cited prior art for reasons set forth in the remarks. Therefore, all 
previously made rejections are now withdrawn and the application is allowed 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: All 
previously applied art rejections have been withdrawn in light of Applicant's 
thorough remarks and that fact that the cited prior art does not provide for the 
claim limitations as set forth in the current claims. The closest art found was that 
of USPN 7424899 issued to Mouri et al. however they do not teach the weave 
arrangement and it does not antedate the instant application. 

4. Therefore, it is the conclusion of the Examiner that the prior art of record 
fails to provide for the compositional, structural and dimensional limitations as set 
forth in Claim 1 . More specifically, the various weave structures in the specific 
sequential arrangement as set forth in claim 1 .
